A GOOD MAN GONE. 


T h e Ob*eqnle* o f Dr. G eorge II. 
IVlltcUell R ecen tly In Loa A ngeles, 
E ditors H erald : A singularly noble 
and gentle character has recently passed 
from amongst us. 
Those who knew him 
best are his sincerest mourners. Those 
who knew him least are also bereft, for 
the death of a good m an is a public 
bereavement, although his virtues are 
but imperfectly understood. As the huge 
mountains appear irregular masses of 
rock when close beside them , but at a 
distance are shapely and clearly defined 
against the sky, so lives of great men are 
even best viewed, years after they have 
passed away. 
A small band of brother* 
and faithful followers assembled in St. 
Paul’s Church on the 20th inst. to par­ 
ticipate in the last rites of one whose 
voice had been repeatedly heard within 
that sanctuary, and yet they were suf­ 
ficient in number anil quality to attest a 
deeply felt sorrow. It was a funeral be­ 
fitting the event and in accordance with 
the wishes of him who occasioned it— 
simple, solemn, beautiful. The rare, cut 
flowers that adorned the chancel were 
placed there by ladies of the Yemondale 
Mission,where he officiated in the church 
service, directed the musicales, and in 
many ways dispensed 
his 
valuable 
abilities. The vacant seat where he wor­ 
shiped was appropriately graced with the 
sauie emblems of purity. Tho hand­ 
some casket was covered with gifts of 
those who appreciated their departed 
friend. 
The anthem was BUDg by inti­ 
mate associates in musical circles. The 
Masonic members added their impres­ 
sive ceremonials to the full church eer- 
vice, conducted by Rev. ¡Drs. Birdsall 
and Haskins. 
W hen the stricken widow 
looked upon the last resting place of her 
beloved consort, she saw him laid in a 
bed of fresh flowers and ferns.

Dr. George H . Mitchell was born in

college, 
which

entered the University as a medical stu­ 
dent, and graduated, with honors, in the 
year 1861. 
Later he removed to New 
York, and in addition to his private 
practice in that city, held the responsi­ 
ble positions of Secretary of the Medical 
Board, Surgeon Eastern Dispensary, at­ 
...........................................the Home of the 
tending physician in 
Aged, visiting physician of Trinity In­ 
firmary, President of the East Riv< 
Medical Association, 
surgeon of the 
Brooklyn Bridge Company, and for seven 
consecutive years retained an active 
membership in the Board of Health. 
I)r. Mitchell was one of the organizers 
of the Army Square Hospital, at W ash­ 
ington, D. C., and rem ained for some 
time its chief executive officer. 
The suc­ 
cess of that em inently successful institu­ 
tion is attributed to the Doctor’s judicial 
ability. 
He w &b a commissioned army 
surgeon with the rank of Major, and 
gained the additional honor of Brevet- 
Colonel on General G rant’s 6taff. 
His 
membership since the close of the war 
in the Hancock-English Club, the Con­ 
servative Republican, the National Asso­ 
ciation of Hancock Veterans (organiza­ 
tions composed exclusively of political 
and military gentlemen) proves the patri­ 
otic sympathy of his sentiments.

Passage was soon after lecured* in the 
steam ship Corinth, with every prospect 
of delightful continental travel, and with 
hundreds of friends to bid them bon voy­ 
age. Among the valuable credentials 
tendered the Doctor and Mrs. Mitchell, 
Íirevious to their departure were letters 
rom the President of the United States 
and members of the Cabinet, introducing 
them to M inister W ashburne in Paris, 
and other distinguished officials, whose 
friendship they enjoyed during their 
visit abroad, and

that celebrated 
clergyman mentions 
his m em bership of high standing, his 
valuable services to the charitable insti­ 
tutions of the parish, and commends 
him to the courtesy and confidence of 
any countryman whom he may meet 
during his tour in Europe. 
Although this tour was intended as a 
complete respite from professional prac­ 
tices,an unforeseen calamity changed the 
current of events, th a t came in the form 
of a wreck of the Bteamer Corinth on the 
southern coast of Ireland. 
The doctor 
and Mrs. Mitchell were rescued by a 
passing vessel, and conveyed to Liver­ 
pool, thence to London, where the doc­ 
tor resumed the practice of his profession 
under new and somewhat novel auspices 
The position of house surgeon, in St. Pe 
ters Hospital, Berner street, Oxford, was 
offered him , where ho enjoyed the honor 
of being the first foreign physician, per­ 
m itted the privilege of practice in tho 
city of London. 
Among the men of 
distinction who furthered his interests 
and remained to the last his warm per­ 
sonal friends are, Dr. Tevan, the emi­ 
nent English surgeon, Dr. McKenzie, of 
the late Em peror fame, Dr. Agnew, of 
Philadelphia, Rev. M artin Beekworth 
Baily, Mr. Barnaby, the great church 
music composer, Rov. Dr. Bickersteth 
Mr. Richardson, also a musical luminary . 
Dr. Lane, of San Francisco, Gen. H an­ 
cock and many others whom the world 
delights to render homage, but which 
lack of space forbids the m ention. Upon 
the recommendation of Hon. John J. 
Adams, Dr. M itchell was appointed by 
the U nited States Government to the 
Pima Indian agency in Phu'nix, Ariz., at 
a salary of $1,200 per annum , which po­ 
sition he retained until his removal to 
Los Angeles six months previous to his 
death. 
Although a comparative stranger in this 
city, lie was widely and favorably known 
as a kind, conscientious and skilful pliv- 
sican, a genial, generous, courtly gentle­ 
m an, a devout and arduous worker in 
the church in which he had been a com­ 
m unicant nearly all the years of his life.

In his recital to the 
Courier m an, which was published in 
th a t pai>er on April 23d, Mr. Moran 
asserted that the County Jail was so 
crowded when he visited it last F ebruary 
th at the prisoners w'ere jam m ed into a 
space 44x30 feet, like sheep in - the 
sham bles, and that they liad, per force, 
to sleep alm ost on top of one another. 
Concerning 
the 
constabulary, the 
veracious and versatile ex-Auditor said 
they were addicted to the disagreeable 
habit of using the lariat or lasso, instead 
of their hands, in capturing offenders 
against 
the law. 
Mr. 
Moran 
told 
the 
Detroit 
Courier 
m an a whole 
lot more of Los Angeles—enough in 
fact to fill a column of the seemingly 
valuable space of th a t beacon light of 
the interests of M ichigan’s principal 
business center. 
„ 
The Courier of A pril 23, containing 
Mr. M oran’s story, happened to fall into 
th e hands of a Mr. Tibbetts, of Santa 
R ita, Cal ., who put him self to the trouble 
of conclusively dem onstrating that Mr. 
M oran is about as versatile a weaver of 
fabrication as 
has infested Southern 
California in several years. Mr. Tibbetts 
did not stop at this. 
He sent proofs to 
the Courier and showed Mr. Moran up in 
fine style. 
In its issue of June 23 that 
f>aper gives publicity to Mr. Tibbett’s 
ettera, and then one of its employés 
saw Mr. Moran. T hat ex-official, when 
he saw he bad put his foot in it, backed 
out by Baying th at Auditor Montafio had 
told him while he was here that Sheriff 
K ays’ office was worth $70,000 a year,and 
th at some constables were m aking $1000 
per month. 
Also he asserted that Sheriff 
K ays over crowded the Jail last Febru- 
aiy when he locked up 260 prisoners 
there. 
As to the lassoing of prisoners by 
th e Constables, Mr. Moran crept out by 
stating th a t all of them used saddle 
horses and th at attached to each was a 
lasso. 
He then aBked the Courier: 
“ If 
th e Constables do not use the lasso in 
capturing prisoners, why do they each 
have one attached to their saddles? 
It 
certainly is not there for ornam ent,” 
Armed with this issue of the Courier, 
a I I e r a li » m an visited Sheriff Kays in 
his office yesterday. 
He showed* that 
official the 
statem ent 
of ex-Auditor 
M oran about the Constables and the lasso, 
and M- . Tibbetts’ denial of the gentle­ 
m an’s lurid yarn. 
Mr. Kays knew all 
about it. 
He told 'the H e r a l d m an that 
M r. Moran had visited the County Jail 
in February last. There were then 260 
prisoners in the jail, confined within a 
space aggregating about 85x245 feet. 
Each had a bed and blankets. There 
were never more th an 266 prisoners in 
the jail, the general average being about 
130 for the year. Mr. Kays laughed over 
Mr. Moran and his yarns, and said he 
had writteu to Mr. Tibbetts asking him 
to advise the Detroit Courier that if Mr. 
M oran would make as good a Sheriff as 
he has dem onstrated he is a liar, he 
should be elected to that office. 
Auditor Montafio says he never told 
M r. Moran the Sheriff’s office here was 
worth $60,000 annually. 
He says he in­ 
formed the gentlem an that possibly the 
Sheriff’s and Constable’s offices, com­ 
bined, were worth that amount.

The Sacramento Record-Union, refer­ 
ring to this clause, comments as follows 
“ Herein is a direct declaration that 
temperance and morality constitute the 
first concern of the Government, and 
th at the sobriety of the people and the 
parity of the home are legitimate sub­ 
jects of Governmental regulation. 
At 
last the National Republican party has 
declared in-favor of legal prohibition of 
th e use of intoxicating liquors, and the 
enforcement of abstinence from their 
nee by law. This has been the position 
of the party in many States, but the 
platform now before the country is 
the first national declaration of politi­ 
cal faith which has 
incorporated 
a 
distinct plank in favor of governmental 
regulation and prohibition of the liquor 
traffic. We are heartily glad of this, and 
the Democrats are welcome to all the 
capital they can make out of it. Prohi­ 
bition is not confined to the Republican 
States alone. The Prohibition strength 
in Democratic Georgia is greater than in 
Republican 
Pennsylvania. 
Even in 
Texas, a State hopelessly under the con­ 
trol of secession Bourbonism, the purest 
of modern Democracy, Prohibition is 
becoming a burning issue, with every 
prospect of carrying the State.”

The Cleveland organs take it for granted 
that the new Chinese treaty will be 
strictly and honestly enforced. It may 
be if Mr. Harrison is elected, but if Mr. 
Cleveland continues another term, there 
is small chance of improvement.—[S. F, 
Call. 
Sunday the steamer Gaelic arrived 
from Hongkong, bringing a large addi­ 
tion to the Chinese Colony in this city. 
The vessel carried as many as she is 
allowed to by law—the number being 
1,178. Of these 771 are provided with 
certificates, while 382 will seek a landiug 
on the prior residence plea. Of the “ cer­ 
tificate men” 742 are laborers and 29 
merchants. 
There are thirteen in tran­ 
sit for Panama, seven for Havana, and 
five for Guaymas. 
The “certificate” 
men on her will be landed as fast as they 
are examined, and the landing of the 
“guarantee” men will begin in the early 
part of next week.—[S. F. Bulletin. 
“The exclusion frcm our shores of 
Chinese laborers has been effectually 
secured.”—[Democratic National Plat 
form. 
The last excerpt is from the Express of 
last night. 
There is not an intelligent man in 
America who does not know that for 
years the Democratic party in general 
joined readily with the people of this 
Coast in an earnest endeavor to exclude 
the Chinese from our Bhores.

The results 
are months of delay, and an opportunity 
for all who have and for all who can 
filch a certificate, to flock back before the 
treaty goes into effect. 
There were two 
purposes in the mind of Mr. Sherman 
and his abetters when they provided this 
respite for their Mongol pets: 
One 
was that the party might set up 
claim on this Coast for zeal in this 
Chinese matter, and at the same time ex­ 
plain to the Eastern 
Philo-Chinese 
Republicans that in reality their amend­ 
ments allowed these Chinese to get back 
before the treaty went into effect. The 
other was that as many Chinese as pos­ 
sible might get back, pending the ratifi 
cation of the treaty. The more of the 
“little brown men” get in, the better it 
will please the Republican Senators, the 
Republican nominee for the Presidency, 
and that party generally.

W a sh is g to n , June 30.—The Senate 
met at 11 o’clock with less than a dozen 
Senators present and resumed considera­ 
tion of the River and Harbor bill. 
The following amendments (among 
others) were agreed to : Increasing the 
appropriation for the Mississippi, from 
the head of the Washington to the mouth 
of the Ohio, from $2,000,000 to $2,500,­ 
000; inserting the item of $11,000,000 
for 
the 
Missouri 
River 
from 
its 
mouth to Fort Benson, Mont.; thus reduc­ 
ing the appropriation for the San Joaquin 
River, California, from $25,000 to $20, 
000; increasing the appropriation for the 
canal at the cascades of the Columbia, 
from $175,000 to $300,000; increasing the 
appropriation for 
the mouth of the 
Columbia from $350,000 to $500,000; that 
for the lower Willamette and Columbia 
(below Portland) from $80.000 to $100,­ 
000; for the Willamette river, above 
Portland, from $15,000 to $29,000; for 
the Coquill river, Oregon, from $22,000 
to $25,000, and for the Cowlitz river, 
Washington Territory, from $2,500 to $3,­ 
000; inserting a provision for two new 
life-saving stations and authorizing the 
construction (under the direction of the 
Secretary of War) of practical and suf­ 
ficient fish ways and the establishment 
of harbor lines, wherever essential to the 
preservation and protection of harbors. 
The provision is inserted for the appoint­ 
ment of a board of three army engineers 
to examine obstructions to navigation in 
the Columbia river at Dalles, Oregon 
(with a view to a boat railway.) 
The amendment directing the survey 
for a ship canal from La Salle, 111., to 
Lake Michigan, near Chicago, (160 feet 
wide, 14 feet deep), was opposed by 
Sherman, on the ground that it might 
lower the level of the lake, and that its 
principal utility would be to provide 
sewerage for Chicago. No canal, he 
he thought, ought to be constructed by 
the United States, except to cut off some 
imperfection or obstruction, as on Lake 
Michigan or Lake Superior, or on the 
Ohio river at Louisville. He also 


was then agreed to, after a protest by 
Vest that it would commit the Govern­ 
ment absolutely to the construction of 
the canal. 
Senators Gorman and Beck denied that 
it did so, and Allison declined to com­ 
mit himself one way or the other. The 
last amendment to be acted upon was 
the insertion of a provision abolishing 
the Missouri River Commission. 
Vest spoke of the utter decay of the 
commerce of rivers and canals, there be­ 
ing not a single steamboat on the Mis­ 
souri river between Kansas City and St. 
Louis. That was something beyond the 
lower of Congress to prevent, because 
ime was a great element in commerce. 
He recoguized, however, that canals and 
rivers were immeasurably valuable fac­ 
tors in checking the exorbitant rates of 
railroads, and therefore he favored them. 
The amendment was agreed to. 
The bill and amendments were report­ 
ed from the Committee of the two Houses 
to the Senate, and the amendments on 
which separate votes were not asked were 
agreed to. Separate votes were demand- 
on the Hennepin Canal amendment; 
the amendment abolishing the Missouri 
River Commission, and the amendment 
for the purpose of the improvement of 
the Green and Barren rivers in Kentucky; 
but there being no quorum present, no 
further progress was made with the bill, 
and the Senate proceeded to executive 
business. 
After the doors were reopened the con­ 
ference report on the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation bills was pre­ 
sented and agreed to. The only question 
between the two houses had been the 
Senate amendment for the appointment 
of a committee to visit and report upon 
the Upper Congo basin. The result of 
the conference is a substitute for the 
amendment appropriating $4000 for the 
salary and expenses of the commerciel 
agent at Boma, in the Lower Congo 
basin, with authority to visit and report 
upon the commercial resources of the 
Upper Congo basin, and its openings for 
trade with the United States. 
Bills from the calendar were taken up 
and passed as follows: Senate bill appro­ 
priating $15,000 for a wharf in Astoria, 
Oregon, for the use of a light house es­ 
tablishment; Senate bill appropriating 
$80,000 for a light house on the headlands 
near the mouth of the Umpqua River, 
Oregon; Senate bill to establish four ad 
ditional life saving stations in Oregon 
and Washington Territory. 
There were also thirty-four private bills 
taken from the calendar and passed all 
of them, except one, the 8enate bill in­ 
creasing the peneion of Wm. J. Warren 
to $100 a month.

opposition to a similar provision 
as to the Hennepin canal. 
Teller advocated both propositions as 
being in the interest of trade and com­ 
merce. The great metropolitan journals, 
influenced or owned largely by railroads, 
had been in the habit of speaking of the 
“ Hennepin fraud.” 
The railway com­ 
panies had been sturdy opponents of 
waterways across the continent. If there 
was a meritorious thing in the bill, it 
was the proposition to open ship canals 
from Lake Michigan down through the 
Illinois River, and from Lake Michigan 
across the country, which would accom­ 
modate the people of the Upper Missis­ 
sippi and the extreme West. 
Dolph expressed doubts as to the prac­ 
ticability or wisdom of the Illinois river 
scheme,’ but he saw no reaion why a sur­ 
vey should not be made, the estimated 
cost having been $5,811,000. The present 
proposition was not for a survey, but for 
a location. He had persistently and 
consistently opposed putting canal pro­ 
jects into the river and harbor bill. If 
the friends of the Hennepin canal want­ 
ed an appropriation made, they should 
bring it before Congress as a separate 
bill, and have the matter fairly dis­ 
cussed; but putting such projects into 
the River and Harbor bills would bring 
the whole system of internal improve­ 
ments into scandal and odium. 
Sherman spoke of the magnitude of the 
proposed ship canal. He said the dis­ 
tance from Chicago to the mouth of the 
Illinois river at La Salle was 250 miles, 
greater than the distance of the proposed 
Nicaragua canal, from ocean to ocean, 
and the estimated cost of the Nicaragua 
canal was $95,900,000. 
The discussion was further continued 
by Senators Teller, Vest, Call and Al­ 
lison. 
Senators Teller and Allison advocated 
both propositions. 
Vest argued against the Hennepin pro­ 
ject, but had less objection to the pro­ 
posed survey of a canal from La Salle to 
Chicago. 
Call favored all internal improvements. 
Allison stated that, as far back as 1864, 
a ship canal between the Lakes and the 
Mississippi river was regarded by mili­ 
tary men and by the people as of the 
utmost importance. This was a most im­ 
portant water-way project. It would run 
through a 
densely populated region 
teeming with industries and commerce, 
and was Congress going to appropriate 
$22,000,000 for rivers and harbors and 
higgle about a proposition which was in­ 
tended to connect t^te Great Lake system 
with the Mississippi river ? He regarded 
the two propositions as the two moat im­ 
portant in the bill, and if they were to 
be “ whistled down the wind” and all the 
little streams of the country were to be 
dug out and enlarged, he would feel very 
little interest to “swab the guns” of the 
bill. Every civilized nation except the 
United States made large expenditures 
of public money for canals and water­ 
ways. France and Great Britain were 
honey-combed with canals. 
Gorman favored the proposition for a 
survey of a canal from La Salle to Lake 
Michigan, but moved to strike out the 
words, “and capable of carrying not less 
than 600,000 cubic feet of water per min­ 
ute, flowing at the rate of eight miles per 
hour.” 
The motion was agreed to, and the 
amendment, so modified, was agreed to. 
It reads: “ For the purpose of securing 
a continuous navigable waterway be­ 
tween Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
river, having a capacity and facilities 
adequate for the passage of the largest 
Mississippi river 
steamboats or na­ 
val vessels, and suitable for defense 
in time of war. 
The Secretary * of 
War is authorized and directed to cause 
to be made proper surveys, plans and es­ 
timates for channel improvements and 
locks and dams in the beds of the Illi­ 
nois and Des Plaines rivers from La Salle 
to Lockport, which are to provide a navi­ 
gable water-way not less than 160 feet 
wide and not less than 14 feet deep; and 
he is to have surveyed and located a 
channel from Lockport to Lake Michi­ 
gan, at or near the city of Chicago, such 
channel to be suitable for the purposes 
aforesaid. The nece* s iry expense a of such 
surveys, estimates, plans and locations to 
be paid out of the sum herein appropri­ 
ated for the improvement of the Illinois 
river. 
An amendment directing the Secretary 
of War to looate a canal from the Illinois 
river at Hennepin, to the Mississippi

F a rth e r Change» H ade In th e D uty 
Sections off th e RIllls Bill. 
W a sh in g to n , June 30.—Tiie House 
opened this morning with Speaker Car­ 
lisle in the chair. The bill for the pay 
ment of Fourth of July claims was taken 
up and passed. The House then went 
into Committee of the Whole on the 
Tariff bill. 
The motion of Breckin­ 
ridge, of Arkansas, to increase the rate 
of duty on flaxseed and linseed oil from 
10 to 15 cents per gallon was agreed to. 
Breckinridge then offered an amend­ 
ment increasing from 4 to 5 cents pei 
pound the duty on licorice paste or rolls. 
Agreed to. 
On motion of Breckinridge an amend­ 
ment was adopted fixing the duty on 
licorice juice at 35 per cent, ad valorem, 
instead of 25 per cent, ad valorem. 
Dingley, of Maine, moved to reduce 
the duty on bi-chromate of potash from 
2}2 cents to one cent per pound; re­ 
jected. 
After considerable debate Farquhar' 
amendment increasing the duty on ace 
tate of lead, white lead, orange mineral 
and red lead was rejected. 
The China section was passed over in­ 
formally to be hereafter reverted to. 
On motion of Bynum, of Indiana, the 
duty on glazed or enameled tiles was re­ 
duced from 50 to 45 per cent, ad valorem, 
notwithstanding the earnest protests of 
Buchanan and Lehlbach, of New Jersey. 
After disposing of four pages of the 
bill, the Committee rose and the House 
adjourned.

In d ia n a p o lis, June 30. —A delegation,, 
representing the Marquette Club, of 
Chicago, called on General Harrison this 
afternoon and presented resolutions con­ 
gratulating him on the security of the 
nomination, and pledging their honest 
efforts towards electing him as President 
of the United States. In the evening a 
body of veteran soldiers of the UnioD, 
not representing any particular organiza­ 
tion, called at the General’s residence to 
pay their respects. In reply to the ad­ 
dress of their spokesman, General Harri­ 
son spoke briefly, thanking them and 
saying there is no class whoso confidence 
and respect he more highly prizes than 
that of the old soldiers. 
The fires in which our friendship was 
united and welded,” said ho, “ were too 
hot for the bond ever to be broken, no 
army was ever assembled in the world's 
history that gathered from higher im- 
oulses than the army of the Union. We 
went, not as partisans, but as patriots, 
into this strife which involved national 
life. It w as as great in its muster out as 
in th 3 brilliant work which had been 
done in the field. 
When the war 
was over the Boldiers were not left at a 
tavern ; every man had in some humble 
place a chair by some fireside where he 
was loved, and towards which his heart 
went forward with a quick step (ap­ 
plause) ; and so this great army that had 
rallied for the defense and preservation 
of the country was disbanded without 
umult or riot, or any public disturb­ 
ance.

S a c r a m e n t o , June 30.—Jam es King, 
charged with bigamy, was tried to-day 
in Judge Armstrong’s Court. 
Several 
months ago the defendant married here 
a 16-year-old girl named M attie Lemer, 
who made affidavit that she was of legal 
age. The girl’s mother made complaint 
and it was developed that King had a 
wife in Oregon from whom he never had 
been divorced. 
King left the city but 
was arrested at Lake Tahoe. 
A young m an, who gave the name of 
Geo. C. H astings, was a witness for the 
prosecution to-day. 
He testified that he 
knew King in Oregon City nine or ten 
years ago. 
They were very intim ate, 
working and rooming together. 
Witness 
rem embered distinctly when his friend 
m arried a girl in Oregon named Maggie 
Carley. W itness acknowledged when in 
Oregon he went under the name of Frank 
C. Bernard. 
H ad his name changed in 
Judge F inn’s court in San Francisco. 
“ W hy did 
you have your 
name 
changed?” asked Judge H enry. 
W itness then told the following story 
in substance: 
“ A short tim e after King 
was married, he and I went to Portland. 
W e got broke; did not get any work, and 
King stated he had a guardian in East 
Portland, who had plenty of his (King's) 
money 
and 
property. 
We 
went 
over 
to see 
if 
we could make a 
raise. King went into the house, then came 
out, and we were walking away when we 
passed a stable in which were some 
horses. King said they were his, and 
tin t we would take two of them and ride 
to Oregon City. 
He said he had done so 
before. 
I took one of the horses and he 
another. 
I had no idea of doing any­ 
thing wrong. 
We rode to Oregon City, 
put the horses in a livery stable, and 
rem ained in town over night. 
Next 
morning we took the horse and were on 
our way back to East Portland when 
we were arrested and charged with horse 
stealing. 
We were tried, convicted and 
sentenced to one year’s im prisonment in 
the State prison. 
We served our time, 
after whicn we again went to Portland. 
H ere I determined to give King the slip, 
which I did, and in company with a 
young m an nam ed Fairchild went to a 
town on the Coast where I went to work 
in a hotel as a waiter. 
I was working 
steadily until one evening to my great 
surprise the town M arshal laid 
his 
hand 
on 
my arm and 
said, 
“ I 
arrest you 
on the 
charge of m ur­ 
der.” 
I 
found 
out 
that an old 
woman had been murdered in Portland. 
And King, who had been arrested, charged 
Fairchild and mvself with the crime. 
We were taken back to Portland, and 
after eleven m onths had passed were 
brought to trial. 
We were friendless and 
moneyless. 
King swore against us and 
with such success th at tne jury stood 
eleven for conviction of m urder in the 
first degree and one for acquittal. 
The 
Judge who presided at the trial, and Gov­ 
ernor Thayer then took interest in our 
case, believing us innocent, and they had 
h ut little difficulty in obtaining sufficient 
evidence to clear us at our next trial. 
W hen King found th a t things were com­ 
ing our way and th a t he could not con­ 
vict us, he sent for hiB own attorney and 
asked to be allowed to plead guilty of 
m urder in the second degree, which he 
did. 
I then went to San Francisco, and 
knowing it would be useless to ask for 
work, bearing the nam e of a man who 
had so narrowly escaped being hanged 
o n the charge of m urdering a woman, 
ehanged my nam e.” 
After the taking of testimony the jury 
retired for a short time and then brought 
in a verdict of guilty against King. 
He 
will be- sentenced next Tuesday. 
Tom 
and Grif. Griffiths, brothers, 
quarrelled this evening. Tom, who re­ 
ceived a beating, followed Grif. home 
and fired three shots through the door, 
hitting his brother’s wife, indicting a 
mortal wound. Both brothers were ar­ 
rested.

P it t s b u r g , June 3 0 .— B o t h the iron 
masters and their m en presented a firm 
front thin morning, and each side said 
th at when the day turns went off this 
evening, all the mills in the West but 
twelve operated by non-union men, would 
close down for an indefinite period, 
A 
dispatch from Youngstown, Ohio, reports 
the mills in the Mahoning Valley are 
preparing for a protracted suspension. 
Notwithstanding the discouraging re­ 
ports received by the mill m en they do 
not seem to be worried. Almost all who 
were spoken to believe the suspeneio n 
will not continue longer than two or 
three weeks. 
A shutdown is always 
necessary at this time of the year for re­ 
pairs and stock taking. The m anufac­ 
turers, they claim, have used the same 
arrangements for years and always op­ 
posed 
the 
Amalgamated 
Associa­ 
tion as vigorously 
as 
at 
present. 
Since the strike of 18 3 2 the scale has 
been signed in conference with but one 
exception, and that was in 1 8 S 6 , when 
the strike was declared. 
One by one the 
firms signed the scale that year, and the 
strike was over, and the mills were all in 
operation Within a month. 
On the other hand, the manufacturers 
assert that their mills are in good repair 
and th at they could run all sum m er, but 
they will not pay more than $5 per ton 
for puddling. 
Tbe manufacturers say 
they expect a few to sign the scale, but 
claim that they will d o small concerns, 
and th at their signing will not affect the 
situation. 
At noon the Amalgamated officials re­ 
ceived information that the scale had 
been signed by the Apollo Iron and Steel 
Company of Apollo, Pa. 
This makes 
three firms that have signed so far, the 
others being the Akron Iron Company, of 
Akron, and the Laughlin & Junction 
Steel Company, at Mirigo, Ohio. The 
three mUls employ about 1,400 men. 
Late this afternoon word was received 
at Amalgamated Association headquar­ 
ters that the Cleveland Hardware Com­ 
pany, of Cleveland, Ohio, had signed the 
scale. 
ALL SHUT DOWN.

It is said Eastern firms 
who have signed the scale expected to 
ship their products to the

m arket. G reat interest is manifested by 
bnsiness m en throughout the country 
about the big lock-out. 
A SUMMER SHUT DOWN. 
The sum m er shut down of the flint 
glass factory commenced to-day. All the 
factories in the country' have banked 
th eir fires and the sixty-six hundred 
employees will take a rest for six weeks. 
The annual wage conference of the Flint

The election in the Isle of Thanet, a 
division of K ent, to fill the vacancy in 
the House of Commons, caused by the 
death of Col. King H arm an, has resulted 
in the return of the Conservative candi­ 
date, Jam es Lowther, by a majority of 
658, he receiving 3,547 votes against 
2,889 cast for his opponent, Knatchbull 
Hugessen, Gladstonian. 
At a previous 
election, King H arm an, Conservative, 
was returned by a m ajority of 2,083, the 
vote then standing King H arm an 3,399, 
Banks, Gladstonian, 1,311. 
An interview between the Czar and 
Em peror William will be held July 38th, 
at a German port on the Baltic Sea. 
Prince Bismarck will be present at the 
interview. 
Em peror William, when he 
received a deputation from Russian regi­ 
m ents on the occasion of the funeral of 
Em peror Frederick, said he hoped for an 
early opportunity to thank the Czar for 
his condolences. Tbe Czar has conferred 
upon General Von Pape, the German en­ 
voy to the Russian Court to announce 
the accession of Em peror W illiam, the 
orders of St. Andrew and St. Alexander 
Newski. 
He has also conferred upon 
Count Eulenberg, General Von Pape’s 
Aide-de- camp, tne order of St. Anne.

The Board of Trustees of the Univers­ 
ity, in accepting his resignation, unani­ 
mously adopted the following resolu­ 
tions : 
W h e r e a s , Wm. Shelton, D. D., L. L. 
D., has given notice to the Board of 
Trustees, that his relation to us, as Presi­ 
dent of the University, will cease at the 
close of the present school year; there­ 
fore, 
Resolved, That we hereby express our 
high 
appreciation 
of 
Dr. Shelton’s 
Christian character, bis fine scholarship 
and admirable qualities of bead and 
heart, and that we part with him with 
great reluctance, regretting the necessity 
which compels him to the decision to 
which he has come in offering his resig­ 
nation. 
Resolved, That we shall even entertain 
the most cordial and kind sentiments of 
friendship for him as a man, a Christian 
and an educator. 
Resolved, That we hereby commend 
our friend and brother to any and all 
who may sustain intimate relations with 
him in the future. 
It is learned from Dr. Shelton that, 
though he has resigned the Presidency of 
the University, he intends to rem ain in 
California. 
Ho proposes to establish a 
college in or near Los Angeles, or in 
some other good location in Southern 
California, where owners of real estate 
and others will give a liberal bonus for 
its establishment. He proposes to erect 
suitable buildings for the use of the col­ 
lege. 
But, as be desires to open the 
school on the 1st of September, he wishes 
to find a location where temporary ac­ 
commodations can be provided until the 
buildings are completed. 
He proposes 
that the college shall have the usual 
couree of study, including music, art, 
elocution aud modern languages; that it 
shall be open to both sexes; that it shall 
have a preparatory department for the 
thorough training of children in the 
elementary studies; that it shall be em­ 
phatically Christian, but wholly unsecta­ 
rian in sp irit; that it shall have, as far 
as possible, representatives of the prom­ 
inent Christian Churches in its F aculty; 
that it shall be, in all respects, an unde­ 
nominational Christian college, where 
students will be thoroughly educated 
under ¿?ood religious influences.
